COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 


AS  OF  JUNE  1 , 1941 


Reports  from  cold  storage  warehouses  and  meat-packing  plants 
to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  June  1,  1941,  indicate 
the  following  situation: 

Stocks  of  apples  were  reduced  from  May  1 by  the  equivalent 
of  nearly  3-3/ 4 million  bushels. 

Total  stocks  of  frozen  fruits  and  berries  showed  a net  in- 
crease during  the  month  of  8 million  pounds. 


Manufactured  dairy  products  were  increased  materially,  cream- 
ery butter  by  38-J-  million,  and  all  cheese  by  11^  million  pounds. 

Egg  holdings  we re  increased  by  better  than  2\  million  cases 
of  shell  and  42^  million  pounds  of  frozen  or  a total  case  equiva- 
lent increase  of  3-3/4  million. 

Stocks  of  all  frozen  poultry  were  reduced  by  13-3/4  million 
pounds.  All  varieties  with  the  exception  of  ducks  and  miscellane- 
ous items  indicated  withdrawals  from  freezers. 

Frozen  and  cured  beef  stocks  were  reduced  by  8 million 
pounds;  pork  by  about  1 million;  and  miscellaneous  meats  by  3 mil- 
lion pounds. 

Lard  stocks  were  increased  during  May  by  about  33  million 

pounds. 

All  items  w ith  the  exception  of  frozen  vegetables  and 
shell  eggs  sho wed  holdings  in  excess  of  those  of  a year  earlier 
and  the  5-year  (1936-40)  average  for  June  1. 

Heaviest  stocks  were  of  meats  and  lard.  Beef  and  pork  hold- 
ings were  226|  million  pounds  heavier  than  those  of  a year  earlier 
and  296-|-  million  above  the  5-year  average.  Lard  was  70  million 
pounds  in  excess  of  a year  earlier  and  185-J-  million  pounds  above 
average.

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  were  reduced  during  May  "by 

3.683.000  bushels,  June  1 stocks  of  2,316,000  bushels  being 

1.178.000  bushels  above  those  of  June  1,  1940,  and  684,000  above 
the  June  1,  5-year  (1936-40)  average.  Withdrawals  during  May 
were  1,215,000  bushels  better  than  they  were  a year  .earlier  and 

720.000  better  than  average. 


FROZEN . FRU ] TS 

Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  frozen  fruits  and  berries 
showed  8,  net  increase  during  May  of  8,065,000  pounds.  The  in- 
crease noted  was  almost  entirely  in  strawberry  stocks.  Other 
items  were  reduced.  Of  the  total  products  reported  (-89,983,000 
pounds),  16,826,000  pounds  were  unclassified  by  variety. . 

FROZEN  VEGETABLES 


Total  frozen  vegetable  stocks  were  decreased  by  5,329,000 
pounds,  all  varieties  with  the  exception  of  asparagus,  showing 
reductions.  Stocks  totaling  43,320,000  pounds  were  3,075,000 
pounds  below  those  of  a year  earlier.  Of  total  stocks  on  hand 

2,725,000  pounds  were  unclassified.

Page  #4  DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  PRODUCTS  (6/12/4.1) 

The  into-storage  movement  of  creamery  "butter  during  May  1941  was  38,564,000  pounds  — 
much  heavier  than  normal..  This  quantity  compares  with  15,959,000  pounds  placed  in  storage  dur- 
ing May  1940  and  19,453,000  pounds  for  the  5-year  ( 1936-40)  average  for  May.  June  1 s cocks 
totaling  56,359,000  pounds  exceeded  those  of  a year  earlier  by  30,896,000  and  the  average  by 
14,514,000  pounds. 

Stocks  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  increased  during  the  month  by  11,293,000  pounds,  a 
somewhat  heavier-than-normal  movement.  June  1 holdings  of  119,628,000  pounds  were  31,526,000 
pounds  above  those  of  June  1 a year  ago  and  36,764,000  pounds  above  average'. 

Stocks  of  all  frozen  poultry  were  reduced  by  13,702,000  pounds.  Holdings  on  June  1,  to- 
taling 87,427,000  pounds,  exceeded  June  1,  1940,  stocks  by  10,523,000  pounds  and  the  5-year  av- 
erage by  23,423,000. 

Egg  stocks  were  increased  during  the  month  by  2,616,000  cases  of  shell  and  42,272,000 
pounds  of  frozen.  The  total  case  equivalent  of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  — 9,699,000  cases  — 
was  182,000  ca.ses  above  that  of  a year  earlier  and  279,000  cases  above  average. 

Included  in  the  above  totals  are  1,220,000  pounds  of  creamery  butter  and  415,000  cases  of 
3ggs  held  for  the  accounts  of  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  and  the  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation.  These  agencies  report  that  they  hold  no  cheese  in  storage.

Beef  stocks 
were  reduced  hy  8 million,  pork  by  approximately  l\  million,  lamb  and  mutton 
by  half  a million,  and  trimmings  and  offal  by  3 million  pounds.

June  1 holdings  of  approxina tely  354  million  pounds  were  70  millions  heavier 
than  those  of.  a year  earlier  and  185-g-  million  pounds  above  average.  In  addi- 
tion to  lard  stocks  there  were  7 million  pounds  of  rendered  pork  fat  on  hand 
on  June  1,  1941.
